A new and broad policy of rela- 
tions between employer and worker 
was outlined by the president in the 
settlement.

Once and for 
nil it was settled by the president 
that employers shall recognize work- 
ers' representatives for collective 
bargaining, . regardless of whether 
those representatives be members of 
the American Federation of Labor 
or similar unions. .

Roosevelt : proclaimed 
the 


"framework for a new structure of 
industrial relations" today as the 
result of the settlement of the auto- 
mobile workers' strike threat in 
which employers /and union labor 
representatives accepted the execu- 
tive decision after nearly three 
weeks of wrangling and negotiation. 


There were five principles upon 


which the opposing sides agreed be- 
sides the creation of a board of arbi- 
tration, consisting of a representa- 
tive of labor, one for industry and 
a neutral. 


Five Points. 


The five points of agreement are: 
1. "Employers agree to bargain 


collectively with the freely chosen 
representatives of groups and-not to 


discriminate in any way against any 
employe on the ground of his union 
labor affiliations. 


2. "If there be more than one 


group each bargaining committee 
shall have a total membership' pro 
rata to the . number of me.n each 
member represents. 


3. "NBA is to set up within 24 


hours, a board responsible to the 
president of the United States, to sit 
in Detroit to pass on all questions 
of representation, discharge and dis- 
crimination. Decision of the board 
shall be final and binding on em- 
ployer, and employe. .Such board 
shall haye access to ail. payrolls and 
to all lists of claimed employes rep- 
resentation. .

Force Of Employes Must Be 


Cut From Around 3000 


To 1880 Persons 


Thursday, March 20, marks the 


end of the civil works administra- 
tion in Lawrence county under an 
executive order handed down -from 
Washington through Harrisburg. On 
the two days following, the CWA 
will be transferred Into- the works 
division of the Emergency Relief 
board, and the number of men and 
women employed; in the CWA will 
be sharply reduced. 


Here in Lawrence county the CWA 


administrator is faced with a prob- 
lem that. is not yet solved, that of 
cutting off . about , 1000 employes so 
that; the projects will not stop and 
also that it be done as equitably as 
possible. At noon today the solu- 
tion, had not .presented itself. 
Administration Intact. 


The administrative and supervis- 


ory forces will be left intact at least 
for the time, but the order calls for 
the releasing of all employes who 
were not on relief at the time the 
CWA. was inaugurated. This means 
that many worthy men and women 
who could .DOfr- frffog l-l^TPitf^vff tf 
going on the relief will be dropped 
from the rolls of the present CWA. 


Trie theory back of the .whole 


thing is that private industry will 
absorb most of these people. 
The 


theory is not tenable, however, as 
industrial recovery has not' yet 
reached the point in the country 
where the. overplus of labor is being 
taken up. The result' will- be, both 
here and -nationally, that thousands 
of 'splendid workers will be cut adrift 
arid forced to go back onto the relief 
rolls.

President Proclaims 
Framework For New 
Industrial Relations

WASHINGTON, Mar. 26.—Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt 
proclaimed 
the 
“framework for a new structure of 
industrial relations” today as the 
result of the settlement of the auto­ 
mobile workers’ strike threat in 
which employers ;and union labor 
representatives accepted the execu­ 
tive 
decision 
after nearly 
three 
weeks of wrangling and negotiation. 
There were five principles upon 
which the opposing sides agreed be­ 
sides the creation of a board of arbi­ 
tration, consisting of a representa­ 
tive of labor, one for industry and 
a neutral. 
Five Points. 
The five points of agreement are: 
1. “Employers agree to bargain 
collectively with the freely chosen 
representatives of groups and not to 


discriminate in any way against any 
employe on the ground of his union 
labor affiliations. 
2. “If there be more than one 
group each bargaining committee 
shall have a total membership pro 
rata to the number of men each 
member represents. 
3. “NRA is to set up within 24 
hours a board responsible to the 
president of the United States, to sit 
in Detroit to pass on all questions 
of representation, discharge and dis­ 
crimination. Decision of the board 
shall be final and binding on em­ 
ployer and employe.

shall have access to all payrolls and 
to all lists of claimed employes rep­ 
resentation.

to the scene. A call was sent out for 
tarpaulins and tents to shelter the 
homeless. 
Gerard Schoen, an eye-witness, 
said a “funnel of smoke, accompan­ 
ied by flashes of fire and electric 
sparks” marked appearance of the 
tornado. 
“It was raining heavily at the 
time,” he said. “I saw what looked 
like a funnel of smoke extending in­ 
to the sky. Looking more closely, I 
saw that this was a cloud whirling 
around rapidly. 
It seemed to be 
filled with debris. Fire and electric 
flashes accompanied it. Then, sud­ 
denly as it had appeared, it dis­ 
appeared. Then at once it stopped 
raining.” 
The downfall hampered relief 
work and added to the misery of the 
storm victims. 
All electric and telephone wires 
were down in the stricken area. Es­ 
caping gas from broken mains and 
live wires were an added menace. 
The tornado dipped to earth three 
times, levelling practically every 
house in an area comprising 10 
blocks. In three other blocks half 
of the houses were demolished. 
Approximately 700 persons resid­ 
ed in the section.

vision was in itself also a point for 
labor. It provided that employers 
shall not discharge more outside 
union members than company union 
workers in cutting down forces. 
Board Provided. 
A three man NRA board to con­ 
sider 
charges 
of 
discrimination 
against employes was ordered set up 
immediately in Detroit as part of 
the board labor program evolved in 
the settlement. 
Decisions of this 
board shall be final. The president 
directed that its personnel shall in­ 
clude one representative of industry, 
one of labor, and a neutral, repre­ 
senting the government. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s interpretation of 
the highly controversial Section 7A, 
or collective bargaining provision of 
the Recovery Act, was perhaps the 
biggest concession accorded labor in 
the settlement. This provision has 
been the root of dozens of labor 
controversies. 
Discussing the provision, the pres­ 
ident said: 
“Reduced to plain language Sec­ 
tion 7A of N.I.R.A. means— 
“(A) Employes have the right to 
organize a group or groups. 
“(B) When such groups or groups 
are organized they can choose rep­ 
resentatives by free choice and such 
representatives must be received col­ 
lectively 
and 
thereby 
seek 
to 
straighten out disputes and improve 
conditions of employment. 
“(C) Discrimination against em-

The state’s senator’s appeal, as 
well as the appeals of his co-defen­ 
dants, was cased primarily on the 
contention that district Judge Geo. 
A. Welsh, who presided at the 
lengthy trial, failed to give the de­ 
fendants a fair hearing. In a bulky 
appeal brief, the defense attorneys 
cited 1010 alleged judicial errors. 
Subsequent to filing on this ap­ 
peal brief, the defense presented to 
the court a petition for outright 
dismissal of the cases based on re­ 
cent ruiiNgs of the United States 
supreme court voiding all pending 
liquor prosecutions because of the 
repeal of prohibition. 
The McClure case was one of the 
most spectacular in the history of 
prohibition. The convictions obtain­ 
ed were regarded in a sense as a 
personal triumph for Chet A. Keyes 
special assistant U. S. attorney gen­ 
eral who was sent to Philadelphia 
to prosecute the defendants. 
Two oral hearings on the McClure 
appeal and dismissal petition were 
conducted by the court of appeals 
here before today’s 
decision was 
handed down.

In the early 
history of the church, Easter was observd on various dates by different 
bodies of Christians, but the Council of Nice in the year 325 fixed it as 
the first Sunday following the full moon occurring on or next after the 
vernal equinox, March 21. 
Easter Sunday may come as early as March 22 or as late as April 
25, and its date governs all ecclesiastical days from Ash Wednesday, the 
beginning on Lent, to Trinity Sunday, eight weeks after Easter.

Even those who have been most dismayed by some of the radical 
legislation supposed to have been framed by these brainy gentlemen will 
be loath to believe that they have been aiming toward the situation 
depicted in the ,Virt letter.

Spies Are Active 
Nations Employ Strategy 
Most Spies Are Known

NEW YORK, Mar. 38.—Spies are 
active throughout the world. Few 
persons know, however, that the ma- 
jority of spies are not military spies, 
but industrial spies. 


Clark Kinnaird, who writes "Today 


Is the Day", historical feature, tta* 
made a study of spies. He believes 
the Industrial spy is of more value 
than the military spy. 


Nations car carry on wars only 
as ;ong as their Industrial prowess 
remains. In peace time, they can 
gain ascendency only by means of 
their manufacturing formulas and 
processes. 


What were Robert Gordon Swltz 
and his wife, Marjorle, alleged spies, 
doing in Paris? 


Well, Kinnaird surmises, allegedly, 


they were part of a group of spies, 
minor spies, employed by master 
spies to ferret out French industrial 
processes. 


Kinnaird dismisses the Switzec as 
unimportant. 


"The real spy is not a tourist or 
an artist or a writer," Kicnalrd 
points out. "The real spy is one who 
actually establishes himself in busi- 
ness and by means of a trade or 
through salesmanship actually seems 
on the side against which he spies." 
• • * 


STRATEGY 


The French had a spy in business 
in Holland during the World war. 


He seemed to be such a partition of 


Germany that Frenchmen tried to 
assassinate him. But the French 
government knew that this master 
spy. with his corps of 80 assistants, 
made it possible for the Allies to 
sink ships carrying goods badiy 
needed and to buy from Germany 
goods of which the Germans had a 
sufficiency, thus depriving the Ger- 
mans of such goods.

SPIES KNOWN? 


Do nations know the master spies 
within their borders? 


Many times they do. 
Kinnaird tells how the English 


know all the 26 German spies with- 
in their borders prior to the World 
war. Did the Erglish disturb them? 
They did not—until the war broke 
Then England killed every one. That 
was strategy. Germany then could 
not get any more spies into England 
for a year or more—and was badly 
hampered by lack of information.

David Lloyd George, war-time

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Trackers Doing 
Moving Required 
ToHave Licenses 


First Spring Moving With 
Practically All Trucks 
With Safeguards 


HARRISBURG, Mar. 26.—Regu- | 
lations by the Public Service com- j 
mission have been made govern- • 
ment moving, this spring. 
This will be Pennsylvania’s first 
spring moving with practically a ll; 
t rucks and moving vans having! 
these safeguards. 
Heretofore, the 
“high cost” of moving added to the 
terrors of the adventure. 
Some 
truckers in some cities are accused 
of having profited by the law of sup­ 
ply and demand. 
Very often the family bed, the 
baby’s crib or a barrel or the best 
tableware failed to arrive at the 
new home. Complaints and threats 
of suit were answered with shrugs. 
Unless the trucker was honest, Mr. 
and Mrs. Pennsylvania had no re­ 
dress. They have now, if they hire 
a certified trucker. 
Here’s the why of the “hew deal” 
in moving. The Public Service com­ 
mission has been engaged in an in­ 
tensive drive to bring all truckers 
offering their service to the gen­ 
eral public under its jurisdiction. 
To engage in intrastate common 
carriage every trucker must obtain 
a certificate of public convenience 
from the commission. 
A schedule of the rates to be 
charged must be filed with the com­ 
mission. 
If the commission deems 
the proposed service necessary, it 
gives its approval by issuing a cer­ 
tificate of public convenience. The 
trucker must then show the eom- 


mission that he has both cargo In­ 
surance and public liability insur­ 
ance. Failure to carry both results 
in loss of his certificate. 
Stiff penalties are in store for the 
trucker who violates the regulations. 
Revocation and cancellation of his 
certificate is among them. 
The 
penalty for beginning o ra tio n s 
without commission approval in­ 
cludes fines, suspension of driver’s 
license and suspension of truck reg­ 
istration. 
Here is how one can tell if the 
family moving is about to be han­ 
dled by a certified trucker or mov­ 
ing company offering the safeguards 
mentioned. 
Their trucks or vans 
carry this official identification— 
“Pa. P. S. C. No. -----.” 
The last 
is the number of their owner’s cer­ 
tificate of public convenience. 
—

Roads Is Answered 
By Secretary Lewis 


Secretary Of Highways Has­ 
tens To Deny Rumors 
About Rural Roads 


New Improved Roads Have 
Withstood Rigors Of Se­ 
vere Winter In Fine 
Shape

HARRISBURG, Mar. 26.—Whis­ 
pers trickling into the capitol from 
various rural sections of Pennsyl­ 
vania that the so-called Pinchot 
roads totaling 6,000 miles, really 
couldn’t “take it” after all, in the 
severest winter in years were vehe­ 
mently denied as incorrect today by 
Sam S. Lewis, secretary of the de­ 
partment of highways. 
“As usual, that rumor is unfound­ 
ed,’* he declared. 
“The Pinchot 
roads are standing up better than 
had been anticipated.” 
Reports were to the efTect that 
several of these rural roads, con­ 
trived by Gov. Gifford Pinchot to 
lakeJ'the farmer out of the mud,” 
had cracked and crumbled under the 
severe cold spell and resultant spring 
thaws. 
Stood Up Fine. 
"They have stood up better than 
the old macadam roads under tho 
first Pinchot administration,” Lewis 
claimed. 
He said that “everybody 
was agreeably surprised” at their 
durability and asserted that “less 
trouble was experienced with these 
roads than with those of concrete 
construction.” 
Surface upheavals, winter’s scourge 
to highways, are less possible in 
these roads, according to Lewis, since 
they have a solid base, comprised 
of native stone running in thickness 
from eight to ten inches and some­ 
times from 12 to 14 inches, which 
successfully withstands the grip of 


frost that extends to depths of three 
and four feet. 
He said a survey made by his 
department of the effect of the se­ 
vere winter on road surfaces thru- 
out the state “afforded a further 
vindication of low cost construction 
on native stone bases.’’ 
Not Expensive. 
“This type of construction, gen­ 
erally applied on the rural system 
commonly referred to as the Pinchot 
roads, suffered 
considerably 
less 
damage than the more expensive 
macadam roads constructed of com­ 
mercial stone and was not subject 
to the heaving by frost which left 
some reinforced concrete pavements 
dangerously uneven at joints.” 
Roads requiring the most repair 
are usually those of the reclaimed 
type, township roads taken over by 
the state and given surface treat­ 
ments, or of commercial construc­ 
tion, Lewis said. 
Lewis estimated that an average 
of from one to two roads in each 
county of this type of construction 
have broken up. This failure he at­ 
tributed to the original shallow con­ 
struction and to inadequate drain­ 
age which the highways department 
has as yet been unable to correct.

Attack On Pinchot 


Roads Is Answered 
By Secretary Lewis 


Secretary Of Highways Has- 


tens To Deny Rumors 


About Rural Roads 


New Improved Roads Have 


Withstood Rigors Of Se- 


vere Winter In Fine 


Shape

HARRI8BURG, Mar. 26.—Whis- 


pem trickling Into the capitol from 
various rural sections of Pennsyl 
vanla that the so-called Pinchot 
road* totaling 8,000 miles, really 
couktot "take it" after all, in the 
severest winter in years were vehe- 
mently denied as incorrect today by 
Sam 8. Lewis, secretary of the de- 
partment of highways. 
"As usual, that rumor is unfound- 


ed," he declared. 
"The Pinchot 
roads are standing up better than 
had been anticipate." 


Report* were to the effect that 


several of these' rural roads, con- 
trived by Oov. Oifl'ord Pinchot to 
take-"the farmer out ol the mud," 
had cracked and cra:ibled under the 
severe cold spell and resultant spring 
thaws. 


Stood Up Hue. 


"They have stood up better than 
the old macadam roads under the 
first Pinchot administration," Lewis 
claimed. He said that "everybody 
was agreeably surprised" at their 
durability and asserted that "less 
trouble was experienced with these 
roads than with those of concrete 
construction." 


Surface upheavals, winter's scourge 


to highways, are less possible in 
these roads, according to Lewis, since 
they have a solid' base, comprised 
of native stone running in thickness 
from eight to ten Inches and some- 
times from 13 to 14 inches, which 
successfully withstands the grip of 


frost that extends to depths of three 
and four feet. 


He said a survey made by his 
department of the effect of the se- 
vere winter on road surfaces thru- 
out the state "afforded a further 
vindication of low cost construction 
on native stone bases." 


Not Expensive. 


"This type of construction, gen- 
erally applied on the rural system 
commonly referred to as the Pinchot 
roads, suffered 
considerably less 


damage than the more expensive 
macadam roads constructed of com- 
mercial stone and was not subject 
to the heaving by frost which left 
some reinforced concrete pavements 
dangerously uneven at Joints." 
Roads requiring the most repair 


are usually those of the reclaimed 
type, township roads taken over by 
the state and given surface treat- 
ments, or of commercial construc- 
tion, Lewis said. 


Lewis estimated that an average 


of from one to two roads in each 
county of this type of construction 
have broken up. This failure he at- 
tributed to the original shallow con- 
struction and to Inadequate drain- 
age which the highways department 
has as yet been unable to correct.

(International News Service) 
SHANGHAI, Mar. 26.—An unfin­ 
ished 
manuscript 
describing 
his 
life’s adventures was found today 
among the effects of C. C. Julian, 
ex-millionaire oil magnate of Ok­ 
lahoma and California, who ended 
his life by taking poison in a Shan­ 
ghai hotel. 
The unfinished biography detailed 
Julian’s financial rise in the United 
States and his flight to Shanghai 
last year after defaulting $25.000 
bail in Oklahoma and thereby evad­ 
ing indictments charging fraud in 
his oil companies. 
The law passed by the American 
congress last week to facilitate the 
extradition of Samuel Insull, indict­ 
ed Chicago Utilities magnate from 
Europe, was blamed by Julian’s 
friends as indirectly responsible for 
his suicide yesterday. 
Julian was pictured as being dis­ 
couraged at the effect the law might 
have on him. It enables American 
consular authorities to make arrests 
in countries where the United States 
has extra-territoriality rights. 
Goes To Capital 
To See Roosevelt, 
Is Placed In Jail

WASHINGTON, Mar. 26.—For the 
second time within as many days a 
man invaded the White House “to 
see the president” but was taken to 
Gallinger hospital for observation. 
While the president was at the 
National Press club Saturday night 
Harry A. Yoder of Limekiln, Pa., en­ 
tered the White House and was 
struggling with attendants when 
confronted by Mrs. Roosevelt. She 
pacified him by saying the presi­ 
dent was out and suggested that 
Yoder write a note to him. Police 
were called and he was taken to the 
hospital. 
Dagobert E. Bransome, 21, of 
Bradley Beach, N. J., was the sec­ 
ond intruder. He called “to tell the 
president he could answer any ques­ 
tion propounded by his brain trust­ 
ers”.

(International News Service) 
NEW YORK, Mar. 26.—Settlement 
of the auto labor difficulties sent 
the stock market sharply higher 
this morning under the lead of the 
motors and industrial shares with 
gains running to 3 points.

(Internalionnl New s Service) 
PITTSBURGH, Mar. 26.—Echoes 
of the Volpe massacre—the cold­ 
blooded killing of John, James, and 
Arthur Volpe in Pittsburgh’s negro 
district two years ago—were heard 
here today as the fourth known “eye 
witness" named “Big Mike" Spinel­ 
lo as the killer.
